OUT OF .IMMUMTION. 



The organ of the Oppoaition la very 
bailly otr for aiimiuiiition when i 
makea tliu iiiauiier in which he uoiuluct 
Ilia private Imaineaa the aubject of an 
attack on a menibor of tho Government. 
It is not the province of a journaliat to 
pry into nieii'a private concerns and to 
criticise tlieir busine«a niethoda. When 
a newapaper does tUia, it is certain lo do 
u threat deal more liarin llian (,'o(id. Ita 
limited knowledge of llie circumatancoa 
under which the affairs of any business 
firm are carried makes it impossilile to 
auimadvert iipnii the iinuuigenient of 
them witlioiit doing grave iiijuatiue to 
the concern criticised and to the l>usi- 
nesa community geiierully. This ia, of 
course, presuming tliat the business ia 
legitimate and that the methods are 
~ honest. 

The public acts of public men are a 
fair subject of journalistic criticiam, 
and when a ncwaiiaper goea out of ila 
way in an attempt to lunku political 
capital against a pulilic man on 
account of what he does iu his capacity 
as a private citizen, it makes u very 
serious mistake. When once it com- 
mences prying into men's private alfairs, 
in order to prejudice tlie public againat 
tliem aa public aervanta there ia no 
knowing where the miachevious imper- 
tinence will end. The Held is then open 
lor every apiteful slanderer and for overj' 
malicious gossip. The journal instead 
of being a vehicle of usefid political in- 
foiinatiun and legitimate criticism of 
the public coiidtictof tlic aervanta of the 
IM!ople, becomes the sewer through wliicli 
calumnies and noisome vilification run 
in a disgusting stream, and the means 
by which lies unil malicioua peraonalities 
of uU kinds are made public. The time 
was when in Canada Dickens' inimit- 
able description of the " Katanawill 
Gazette " couhl hardly be called n cari- 
cature. The worat features of that 
famous publication were reproduced iu a 
hundred newspapers iu u hundred 
different localities. ^Ve are proud 
to see the reform that has been 
ellectcd in tlie jonrnaliam of the IJo- 
iniuion during the last few years. All 
>tbe leading journaU of the Dominion 
have adopted the fair way of political 
discussion. They jreni^t the sanctity 
~oi '"private life, and they refrain from 
indulging iu irrelevent persoiuilitiea re 
lating to pidjlic men. The rule we huvo 
quoted is much more closely oLaerved 
than over it was before, and the im- 
provement is most acceptable to every 
man iu the c(umtry who liaa any regard 
for public decency. 

We know little about this nuitter of 
the aliipiiicrit of aalmon which tlie Times 
regards aa a aerioua oll'encc. We pre- 
sume that tho Hon. Mr. Turner knowa 
lu)W to conduct his own busiuesa, ami 
we are confident that all liia tranaac- 
tious arc legitimate and conducted in a 
way that ia st.ictly honorable. Wc 
know, too, that iikmi in business cunnot 
us a rule aQbrd to indulge in sentiment. 
They, to bo successful, must conduct 
their business on business principlea. 
Tho Times Company dooa tbia ami ao, 
doubt, dues the Hon. Mr. Tinner. It 
ia, we thiiili, lical from every point of 
view for tin; ncwspapci a of the prnviiice 
to take it for granted lliut its buaiueas 
men underataud their own allairH, and 
that they can settle their business dis- 
putes oud misunderstandinga without 
their interference. When Mr. I'lirner 
does wrong or inakea a miataUe in hia

tho wisest and most experienced of them 
were favorable to the policy of railway 
conatriiction. They believed that rail-' 
WayB,in. Chios were necessary for com- 
inuioittt and for lUilitary leaaona. I'hc 
balance rf trade, one of them argued, 
waa against China and something must 
bo done to make the exports equal the 
imports. Improved means of intercom- 
munication would do this more effectu- 
ally than anything eUe. Then means 
were required to exuivey troops rapidly 
from one part of China to another. The 
Russians are building a railway across 
tho continent and are looking 
with envious eyes on the north- 
ern provinces of the empire. 
The country nnist be in a 
position to keep them olV and drive 
them away, and in order to do tliia 
railways were required. The great ob- 
jection of the mossback party to rail- 
ways was that they would interfere 
with houses and graves. Tho otlicials 
admitted that this would be tho case, 
but not nearly to such an extent as had 
been represented. And even if the 
construction of a railway would inter- 
fore with houses and graves, the wishes 
and feclinga of individuals muat give 
way to the general welfare. Aa to the 
objection that the railway would take 
ployinont from the people, this was a 
bugbear that was always held before 
the country when improvements were 
proposed, but when they were made it 
waa found that the fears of the timid 
wiue groundless. The ofliciala recom- 
ineiidcd the construction of a line of 
railroad from I'ekin to Hankow, one of 
tlie treaty porta. The distan 
ia about 700 miles. The trade of 
Hankow is considerable, amount 
iug last year to $;'),5,(X)0,000. Li 
Hung Chang, who is the leader of the 
piogressive party, said that Chiiieat 
iron and other materiala alioiild be used 
in the construction of Iho road. Tin 
iidu would be dearer than foreign iron 
and, pcrliaps, not so good, but by usiu;. 
it the money would bo kept in the coun- 
try. It ia aniusing to aee both in the 
ohjcctiiiiis to the construction of the 
railroads ami in the urgiimeiita in their 
favor what a similarity there ia now in 
China to those used hi Europe and 
other countries in the discussion that 
preceded the couatruotion of railways. 

Tho Pokiu-Hankow railway la to be a 
Vjoverunient work. The .government 
will have no ditliculty in tinding the 
iK cessury funds. The Chinese credit is 
good, as the rulers of the Flowery Land 
have always kept their engagements. 
The construction of this road ia, no 
doubt, the beginning of a great revolu- 
tion in China. When it is built 
(itliers will be found necessary, and 
w hen tho locomotive is once heard in a 
laud there is an end to cxcluaivcnesa.

JtAIUrAYS IN OH IN A. 

A 
little while ago a short lino of railway

But the world moves oven in China. 
The young lOmperor submitted to the 
dictation of the obHtruclioiiiata reluct- 
antly. .Shortly after hia apparent ao- 
ceptaiico of their iidvico in the matter 
of the Tuiigcliow railway ho loidi couii- 
•et with some of tlio ablest uten in the 
•mpire us to tho iixpedieney'of couimono- 
ingto build railways. The reports of 



Tho (low of young men into the ciiit 
ia a matter of compluiut in every civ 
li/.ed country. Lads and la.s.sc.s brougl 
ii|) under the health-giving inlluencea of 
the country become discontented. There 
ia not exoitenient enough in the country 
to please them. It is "too deadly dull" 
they say. And besides money cannot 
lie nuide fast enough on the farm. In 
c iiiae(|iieiice of this general discontent 
and iiureat the towua are becdining 
larger and the rural districts less popu- 
lous. 

This, according to the observations of 
a mic medical men, is on evil which in 
time will cure itself. City faiiiiliea, aa 
families, they assert, soon die out. The 
air of cities and the occupations of 
cities are not conducive to family life. 
The family that emigrates- from the 
country to the town dwindles and 
dwindles and in the course of a few gen 
eratioua diea out. " Lugol and lioiidiii 
say that the third generation eiula the 
family iu Paris. Caiitlie and Hayle 
Walali found a Cockney of the fourth 
generation a rarity, and Cantlie chal- 
lenges the Guildhall to produce a iJiire 
Cuekuey of the fifth generation. Fotli- 
I'lgill never encountered more than one 
Cockney of even the fourth descent from 
the iiien who left the farm for the big 
■ metropolis." This Dr. Milner Fotliergill 
who was a medical writer of eminence, 
s.iid: ''If a man forsakes tho country 
and becomea a dweller iu towjia, the 
lirst step tovvarda the extinction of his 
r.iue is taken. " This is a hard saying, 
liut there ia iiiucli to make a thinking 
man conclude that it is true. The oc- 
cupations of the towu, carried on as 
they too often are, under imsanitary 
londitiona, are not conducive to 
iieallh. The man who laid the founda- 
tion of a gooil constitution in the coun- 
;ry, where there is an luiliiiiited sup- 
ply of pure air and atimuluting suu- 
nhine, may be able to resist the killing 
inllucnco of city factories and work- 
shops for many years, and live to a good 
(dd age, but hia cliildruu do not poascss 
hia power of resistance, liis strength of 
constitution, and many of them break 
<lowii before reaching nnddle age. Hia 
city grandchildren possess few of his 
characteristics. They appear to belong 
to a wholly ditlereiit race. They are 
nervous and excitable, pale in color and 
slender of limb. They are jjrobably 
iiiuoh aniartor that ever their grund- 
latlicu' waa, but they have little of hia 
stiirdiness and power of endurance. The 
process of physical dogonoratipn that is 
continually going on in large cities is 
truthfully described in the following 
sentences: "He (llie man from the 
.■iniiitry) gets iiliiiig well enough but 
his children will maiiifeat tlie iiillueiice 
of town lite upon their pliyaii|iie. They 
are delicate in childhood, they grow up 
dyspeptic. Their children, despite all 
care, succumb to tho maliidies of child- 
hood. Each geiicraticiii is more mark- 
edly neurotic, till it conioa to that 
bundle of nerves— the girl who is the 
lust of her family. " According to this 
writer, if the population of the cities 
were not continually recruited from the 
rural districts each generation would 
lieooine weaker and more sickly than its 
predecesaor and it would, in a compara- 
tively short period, die out altogether. 

It may ho that a thorough reforma- 
tion in the habits of cili/xins, iu their 
sanihtry regulations, and in the con- 
struction of their dwellings and work 
places, may preserve their health, buttho 
proccaa is most prnvokiugly slow. Tho 
g.-eat iriaas of the population of 
tho cities live in tho midst 
of inllt^iicuH that are undermining their 
own constitutions .and those of their 
tihihiron wit|iout tlioir having even u 
■uspioiou that lii«s« inllueuoes are mak- 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Mr. Gladstone went across the Chan- 
nel to see the French Exhibition. When 
inParisgreat attention was paid him 
by Frenchmen of eminence and by 
the leadinu statesmen of the Republic. 
At one of tho entertainments given in 
his honor lie made a little speech in the 
French language. What he said gave 
his entertainers great pleasure. Mr. 
Ciladstone's little speech contained the 
following passage: 

'"L'hc French Kepublio has been in 
existence now for nineteen years. Dur- 
ing the half of that period I have had 
the lioiKir of l)eiiig the chief of the 
liriliah Cabinet, and during tint time I 
have been so well ac(jiiaiiited with tlie 
international iiiicHtioiis at i.ssue between 
Fiance and Knglaiid, 1 have had oppor- 
tiiiiiliea for observing so closely the con- 
duct of the Kreiich ( ioveiiiiiient, that 1 
have been able to appreciate fully its 
niamier of fulfiilliug all the functions 
which are incident to a republican forn 
of govcriiiiient of a civilized country— 
in fact one of the first eoiiiitrics of tho 
world. During these ten years many 
thorny and dillicull qneatioiia have been 
luiscil. Tliu French ( lovernnieiit, I am 
buiiiid to say, liaa answered every call 
made upon it, and has never failed in 
the duties of that true friendahip which 
lias liithcrto unileil, and which, 1 hup". 
always will unite, the Kreiieli and Kiig- 
tisli nations. 

(^ANAIUA.NS, whenever they have a fair 
chance, make their mark in the United 
.Slates. We tind that they are appre- 
ciated there, and that when they chooae 
to become citisiens of the republic they 
stand as good a chance of advauceniont 
in public life as the natives of the coun- 
try. Ciuiadiaiia occupy positions in tho 
legislatures of many of the northern and 
nortli-weatern states, and we see that 
the l^epublican caiulidate for the post 
of Lieutenaut-Governor of the now 
state of South Dakota is a Canadian. 
His name is .lames Hayilen Fletcher. 
He ia a native of Prince Edward laland, 
and he did not emigrate lo the .Statea 
until he had arrived at middle ago. He 
waa known there as a man of talent and 
eiiterpri.se. He commenced life as a 
school teacher. He afterwards became a 
jmiriialist, which profession he pursued 
with more than average success. He 
e.stabliahed the Island Argus, which 
was a flourishing paper when he aold it 
to tho Examiner Printing Company. Ho 
was u city councillor and a candidate 
for legislative honors. In the United 
.States he fouud a wider field for hia 
taleiita and activities, and it would ap- 
pear tli.il he baa made a good use of 
his opportunities.

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TRADE IN PEANUTS. 

A Brunch of Oommeroa Very Importent tc^ 
Southern Fanuun. 

Whon We pass ;» peanut standi or «e« a 
bag of peanuts in the grocery storo, we do 
'not think of ixjanuts us forming ouy ini 
portant uharo in our commor . t We ao not 
think that tho peanut t;-udo is u brancli of 
trade very important to tlie people in u cer- 
tain section of our country; that If tho croi) 
should fail it would mean sulTeriug uu'i 
ruiu to many people. Foauuts grow in Vir 
giuia, Tennessee and E^slcra North Caro 
Una, Alabama and Mississippi. Tho boti 
grade coniea fi-om Virginia, and they ur. 
known- as "goubors;" in Alabama aii> 
Mississippi as "pinders." Dealer.t sii 
that no improvements have boeu made in i ti' 
peanut farms; they are just what th 
were thirty vuars ago, although tho poan. 
Inidi! has doubled in nine years. Thefaniu 
are small, and tho crops are cared for by 
iicKioes. Tho nuts are planted in liillii 
ab:.Mita foot apart, in rows about two and 
ont!-half feet apart, and aro harvested by 
plowing and turning over witn iong-haudlt'Il 
forks; this siiakes ofT tho dirt, when the 
vines uro gathered and shoclted about i; 
polo, whore they aro left to dry, the vinnn 
being so placed as to protect the nuts fron. 
tho rain ; mildewed nuls turn black, and m-r 
less salable though Dtv niitsnmy beassweel 
A dealer says, in the New York Eveliinf 
Post, that "the shocks, after they have beer 
built up, aro left standing for Severn 
weeks, until tho nuts are quite dried urn 
cured. They are then stripped from tlic 
vines by hand, packed in bugs, and cnri ii'ii 
to the middleman who haiulles them for liic 
farmer. Uy the miilcilemiin the mils art 
Uikuii to tho top iloor of a factory, ami urr 
»<;iiured and jmlislied by rubbing uguins 
each other in a long revolving iron cyliiuh.M-. 
Spouts carry them, after cleaning, to the 
second floor, where they are run tlirougti a 
faoning-mill. From the mill they aj-e de- 
livered on to an endless apron, made of 
slats hinged together, and as they travel 
along on this girls sitting on each side sort 
iliom into grades. The nuts aro then put 
into sacks and aro ready for shipping. 
They aro brought to Now York mostly by 
steamers, although somo come by rail. 
They are sold hero as 'Wilmingtons;' 'Vir 
ginians,' 'Tennessee' and 'Spaiiisli.'' Tin 
last variety was formerly grown in Hiiaiii 
but is now raised in Virfjinia lo (,'i> il ad 
vantage. The grades aro known as •fanc.\ 
liandpicked,' 'e.xtra liandpickcd,' ujiii 
'choice.' The screenings aro the pooii'sl 
nuts, and these are bought by venders ai 
county fairs and mixed in with a bettei' 
grade." 

Peanuts are shipped to all parts of this 
country and to tho West Indies, but nu 
trade Inis been developed with Europe. 
Tliis limited trade, however, amounts to live 
uiillioii dollars per year.

There aro groat cold-slorago houses in 
Boston, by tho way, which are lillcd evei \ 
summer with millions of uggs, to be tnki i 
out at this season and soul for '"slrii-.l;, 
fresli' at fabulous prices. They taste vi r\ 
well, too, notwithstaiuiing so many inonliis 
of keeping, but set bad almost iinini'diiilc 
Ij'. People Kenerally are not awiiie tini 
many of the eggs they buy are brou^! 
all the way from China, ivhero a whole n: 
lion has been in the poultry business foi 
seven tliousiind years.

liy placing a tape ineusure urouiul its wuis' 
when in its night clolliing, and allowing i 
to take a full inspiration, notin? the iiiiiii. 
berof inches' expansion, and then adjustinr 
its clothing to correspond with the measuiv- 
of tho full Inspiration, allowing one Inch oi' 
two more for growth.
